W ashington,

2 6 —President 
H arding today asked 
congress 
to 
broaden th** powers of the w ar finance 
corporation so that 
it 
contd 
give 
financial relief to railroads and ag­ 
riculture. 
Ile made this 
request 
in 
both m essages addressed to the sen ­ 
ate and house of representatives. 
H arding gave only the bare outline 
of a plan he asked congress to a p ­ 
prove. 
Details are to in* given out 
later by the railroad adm nstraton. 
The president, however, made clear 
tile salient points of his plan: 
That the war finance corporatist lie 
empowered to buy railroad securities 
now held by the director general so 
that officials may have funds to settle 
with the railroads without dipping in­ 
to the treasury. 
That the powers of the corporation 
he broadened so that it could extend 
further relief to live stock raisers and 
farm ers. 
President H arding also revealed that 
to hasten settlem ent with tile govern­ 
ment, railroads have 
consented 
to 
watre their claim s based on the as se t 
Hon th a t labor depreciated in value 
during the governm ent control and 
that the governm ent should pay for 
this. 
Tile waiver how ever will not preju­ 
dice their rights if they should carry 
their claim s to the courts. 
H arding m erely touched on the a g ­ 
ricu ltu ral relief feature of his pro­ 
gram. 
When the m essage reached congress, 
however. Senator Kellogg Introduced 
a bill containing the adm inistration 
plan. 
The Kellogg hill was a substi­ 
tute for the Nor ria farm export hill 
which the senate lias been consider­ 
ing. 


The Kellogg m easure provides one 
billion dollars credit for the farm ers, 
ami would authorize tile war finance 
corporation to extend credit to farm ­ 
ers and enable them to carry over 
su rp lu s crap s until 
the m arket 
is 
available for them. 
Liberal term s for 
repaym ent of the governm ent loans 
are provided. 
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Mr*. Maude M. Monell, widow of 
Col. Ambrose Monell of Tuxedo Park, 
former nickel magnate, who inherits 
his entire estate, estimated at $20,000,- 
000. Colonel Monell, who served with 
the American Expeditionary Forces, 
died May 2.

according to Ute Chicago Dally News, 
The old grouch had just finished read­ 
ing an article in which present-day 
salaries of stage and screen stars were 
spoken of, and It might he satd that 
the rending of t Ii is lilt of news cer­ 
tainly did not tend to brighten up his 
gloomy disposition the least bit. 
Hut the fact remains that people 
equally as well known In their day 
worked on evening for potatoes, a ham 
and oilier trifling amounts, for the old 
grouch Himself said he knew It to be 
a fact. One of his cow orkers asked 
to be shown and be was.

In 1852, when John It. Gough was In 
his prime, It Is disclosed that he re­ 
ceived about $1 a lecture, each lecture 
toking about three hours.

Ralph W a l d o Emerson, who was one 
of the shining stars of the lecture 
world during his day, was glad to ac­ 
cept S5 as paym ent for an evening, 
while the obi grouch pointed out that 
one time Henry Ward Beecher was 
paid 12 bushels of potatoes for an 
everting of his time. 
According to the records, it was In 
1850 when the cost of lecturers started 
to rise. 
During that year the Salem 
lyceum astounded the p«>ople of that 
community by paying Daniel Webster 
$100 
for 
a 
two-hour talk, 
and

crent«‘d a mild sensation. 
This doubtless ‘‘started something.’' 
for after that prices continued to rise. 
In the 70’* Mark Twain held out for 
and received $500 a night. 
Then Beecher, taking his cue from 
Twain, become a holdout and he con­ 
tinued to hold out until the ante for 
one night of his services 
had been 
raised to $ I .OOO, this betag the very 
first $1,000 fee ever paid a lecturer 
Ii, this or any other country. 
Major Pond, accepting the $1,000 
mark, hit*')* contracted with Henry M. 
Stanley for a series of too lectures, 
agreeing 
to 
pay 
him 
$100,000 
for 
them. 
Tho major did not lose any 
money on this In spite of the fact Hint 
every other promoter In th** country 
was convinced of the fact that ho had 
become weak-mimh'd in ids advanced 
years. 
Th** fact that the first of this 
series of lectures given in New York 
netted $17,-000 proved that the major 
was not so wrong afterfall. 
“It’s not right.” the old grouch con­ 
tinued. 
“Here we work hard week 
after week for a small pitt nice and 
those lecturers, actors, fighters and 
ball players get thousands of dollars 
for a few hours of fun. 
There ought 
to be a law against it.”

Washington.—Only four years ago 
tin* problem was how to build quickly 
great cantonment* for the housing ami 
supplying of the American legion*. To­ 
day the question I* what to do with 
these cantonment* and how to make 
Uhuh pay hack in part the Immense 
post of their count ruction. 
Th** army by October I will have In 
it only 150,000 men. Four of the larger 
cantonment* would afford quarter* for 
the entire army. Many of them will 
not he needl'd ami their Mere* upon 
acre* of barracks, hospital*, me** ami 
welfare ball* must go, How are they 
to go and which one* are to go? 
There ar*- cantonment* In the F ar 
West, In the Middle We*!, In tin* Mouth 
and In the Rn Rf. 
Four of tin* great 
quartering ground* may In* used for 
division* of th** American army, hut 
what of the rest? 
Af Chillicothe, O,, 
for Instance, there Is Camp Sherman. 
It Is not likely that this army camp 
Mill hi* kept ill th** service, although, 
of course, tji*$fc Is a possibility that 
It may he. About a year ago the writer 
of this was 
at Chillicothe, 
and 
he 
asked the commanding officer what id* 
chief duties Were. 
HI* answer wus, 
“Keeping a lookout for fire.” 
It Im said Hint th* Chillicothe camp, 
Which I* a fair sample of the other 
camps, cost the government about $50,- 
000,UUD. 
If tho material used for th** 
buildings, BOW more or less decrepit, 
is to la* *old, how much money wlh 
Uncle Sam get for It? 
Ask the same 
question about other cantonments, and 
you have th** multiplied problem now 
confronting tin* W ar departm ent for 
Holt! Boti, 
Some May Be Used for Reserves. 
At nearly all the cantonment* there 
are some buildings which were built 
wit Ii a view to permanent, or at any 
rate to semi-permanent, us**. 
These 
building* may la* saved, and it Is pos­ 
sible that many of th** cantonments 
may is* used for tin* purposes of train 
lug th** reserves, or for the annual en­ 
campments of the Notional Guard out 
fits, or for service schools of some kind 
yet to Im* determined. 
Of course not 
all the cantonment* so can be used. 
Some of them must ti** dismantled ami 
sold. 
Army authorities are approaching 
the problem with misgiving*. Why? ll* 
cause there is not a cantonment in the 
Cnited States apparently which th** 
people Of tim immediate vicinity wish 
to see given over to th** auction block 
Effort.* ar** being made by the rest 
dent* of various sections of tin* eouii 
try to secure tile retention 
of their 
particular pet cantonment. 
Senator* 
add representative* arc busy in tills 
matter.

the word “partisan” relates to party 
polities. The Republicans only a short 
time ago, or ninny of them at any rate, 
were condemning the Democrat* for 
neglecting 
to 
prepare 
tin* 
country 
against eventualities, ami now tin* Re­ 
publican*, or at liny rate the majority 
of them as represented in congress, im* 
Tin* making corp*'rata’ guards out of 
America ii divisions, 
'Cher** is perfect agreem ent on the 
m atter between the proponents and op­ 
ponents of an army of size. They know 
that lf, despite the ap pa rent promise 
of the times and the fixed hope of the 
people, war shall come, "George” will 
hive to do It all over again. 
In other 
words, it im* been shown definitely lh 
congress Gnu the representative* of 
til** people, and therefore presumably 
tin* people themselves, are hanking on 
the willingness of the mon who fought 
in the Argonne and along the Meuse, 
to fight there again in case trouble 
shall come.

A police flyer was also found near 
where the old rogue*' gallery used to 
be, and In thorpe days this was an 
actual gallery around the police c u r t . 
The flyer w as dated about tho middle 
of the last century, ami with it were 
photographs of n prominent New York 
merchant and society man who had 
run awny with another m an’s wife. 
Tile names might surprise their de­ 
scendants, now numbered among New 
York’* "four Hundred." 
Tho documents date from 1773 to 
1853, the majority belonging

ARMY NEEDS ONLY A FEW 


Having Been Reduced by Congress to 
150,000 Men, it Could Be Adequately 
Cared For in Four of These Quarter, 
ing Grounds. 


By E D W A R D B. C L A R K . 
Washington.—Only four years ago 
the problem was bow to build quickly 
great cantonment* for the housing and 
supplying of the American legions. To­ 
day th*; question Is what to do with 
these cantonment* and how to make 
them pay back In part tho Immense 
jpost of their construction. 
The army by October I will have In 
it only 130,OOO men. Four of the larger 
cantonment* would afford quarters for 
the entire army. 
Many of them will 
not be needed and their acres upon 
Here* of barracks, hospitals, mess arni 
welfare bulls must go. How are they 
to go ami which ones are to go? 
There ar*- cantonments In the Far 
West, In the Middle West, In the South 
and In the Fast. 
Four of the great 
quartering grounds may Im* used for 
divisions of the American army, hut 
what of th** rest? 
At <’hllllcothe, <»,, 
for Instance, there Is (’amp Sherman. 
It Im not likely that this army camp 
Will be kept iii the service, although, 
of course, • tJiejT Is a possibility that 
it may Im*. About a year ago the writer

treasure trove of documents has b*s*n 
discoverer! by workmen restoring the 
old stute house, the last of the group 
cf Independence hall buildings to re­ 
ceive the city’s attention, say* a press 
dispatch from Philadelphia. The build­ 
ing wa* the scat of the city govern­ 
ment uutil 1833. 
Due of the official papers relates 
that Robert Wharton, once mayor of 
Philadelphia, 
addressing 
the 
select 
Council 
on December 
ID, 
1814, 
de­ 
plored 
the 
Increase 
of 
“tippling 
bouse*/' (*sp4*cinUy 
those 
that 
sold 
“ardent spirits” to minors In one and 
two cent quantities. 
Another record 
showed that as lute as May 9, 1816, 
a resident of that city paid $23.30 as 
a tux for being allowed to curry a 
watch. 
In the “tippling house” address of 
Mayor Wharton he called the old-time 
saloons “vile sinks." 
(laming houses also came In for bls 
attack. 
He declared that ninny srn-h 
bouses were being operated In the 
city openly for the destruction of the 
unwary, 
and 
lamented 
th at 
there 
were no laws against them. 
A refer­ 
ence to a fine of IO shilling for th** 
unlawful discharge of firearms wa* 
mentioned by Mayor Wharton. 
II*! criticized th** filthy condition of 
“certain footways" and recommended 
fixing tho pavement* on many city 
streets. 
A police flyer was also found near 
when* the old rogues' gallery used to 
be, and In those days this was an 
actual gallery around the police court. 
The flyer wa* dated about the middle 
of tho last century, and with It were 
photographs of n prominent New York 
m erchant ami society man who bad 
run awny with another man's wife, 
The names might surprise their de­ 
scendants, now numbered among New 
York’s "four hundred.” 
Tho documents date from 1773 to 
1833, the majority belonging 
to the 
years of th** Inst decade of the Eight­ 
eenth century and the first two dec­ 
ade* of the Nineteenth.
